Ghe Immaculate Heart of Mary, the Most Loving Nother 
of Gesus and of All Dankind 

August 22, the Octave day of the Assumption, is the Feast of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary. The theme of the Mass is the remembrance 
of Mary’s spiritual motherhood, especially of the members of Christ’s 
Mystical Body, the Church. The feast was established as an annual 
memorial of the Consecration of the Universal Church and the entire 
human race to the Blessed Mother under the title of her Immaculate 
Heart. The Holy Father stated that its observance was also to be a 
petition to our Blessed Mother for the peace of all nations, for the 
liberty of the Church, and that sinners might forsake the way of evil, 
and all the faithful might be drawn nearer to her Divine Son in the 
love of purity and the exercise of Christian virtue. 
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S June is the month of the Sacred Heart of Jesus, so 
August has become the month of the Immaculate Heart 
of Mary. The Blessed Virgin Mary, so closely allied 
with the Person, life and mission of her Divine Son, 

: is also very intimately associated with Him in the 

worship of the Church. The liturgy commemorates the Conception, the 

Nativity, the Name, the Presentation, the Sorrows, and the heavenly 

triumph of Mary, as it does those of Jesus. And to the devotion to the 

Sacred Heart of Jesus there corresponds the devotion to the most holy 

Heart of Mary. There is this similarity, too, that whereas Our Lord 

Himself asked for a special devotion to His Sacred Heart, so Our 

Blessed Lady also requested (in her apparitions at Fatima) a special 

devotion to her Immaculate Heart. 


In 1899, Pope Leo XIII consecrated the world to the Sacred Heart 
of Jesus. This consecration found its parallel in the consecration of 
the world to the Immaculate Heart of Mary by Pope Pius XII in 1942. 
By this act, His Holiness officially opened what has been called the 
“Age of Mary,” the era of the reign of her Immaculate Heart. This 
historic act of consecration will be perpetuated in the annual celebra- 
tion of the Feast of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, established by 
Pope Pius XII on May 4, 1944, for the 22d of August, the octave 
day of the feast of her Assumption. On this day the faithful through- 
out the world are admonished to renew their consecration to Mary’s 
Immaculate Heart, and to strive to make this consecration more com- 
plete and perfect day by day. 





In our worship of and consecration to the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
we have regard to the royal dignity of Our Lord. The Church speaks 
constantly of the reign of the Sacred Heart. This kingship of Christ 
is proclaimed still more explicitly and solemnly in the celebration of 
the feast of Christ the King on the last Sunday of October each year. 
Now, in this kingship, as elsewhere, the Mother is inseparable from 
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the Son. If Jesus is King, Mary, His Mother, is Queen; and so we 
speak also, in its proper relation of the reign of Mary and the exten- 
sion of her kingdom. And since the message of Our Lady at Fatima 
has been expounded and developed, we are made to realize more and 
more that the reign of Mary and the extension of her kingdom is a 
necessary prelude to the perfect reign of her Divine Son over the hearts 
and minds of men. It is to accomplish this end that the Blessed Virgin 
Mary herself has come repeatedly during the past century, as a mes- 
senger from God, to rouse the hearts of men and to conquer them by 
her love. But before these hearts can be possessed by her love they 
must be purified from sin and turned away from all that is displeasing 
to her pure Heart. It is for this reason that Mary has so repeatedly 
stressed the necessity of penance, prayer, and conversion of life. 

It is not without reason that the Church associates the feast of 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary so closely with the triumphal solemnity 
of her Assumption into heaven, for it is in this Mystery that Mary 
has been exalted to a throne near her Son and reigns with Him in 
heaven. As she was associated with her Son in His Passion and 
humiliations, so too she takes part in His triumph. The Church pro- 
claims her the Queen of heaven and earth, the Queen of angels and 
saints. As co-Redemptress she reigns at the side of her Son in heaven, 
and God has willed to constitute her the Mediatrix and Dispensatrix 
of all the graces merited by Christ. No one is excluded from her 
beneficent activity. For as Jesus extends an invitation to ALL “who 
labor and are heavily burdened” to come to Him for refreshment, so 
Mary, too, invites ALL to come to her. Her most pure Heart is a!l 
aglow with love for the children of her adoption and she yearns to 
exercise her merciful compassion in their behalf. Her Heart burns 
with ardent desire to win their love, so that she may present their 
hearts to Jesus. 

But there is another parallelism which we may extend to Mary, 
and which is of great importance — and that is, to show our love for 
her by deeds. At the Last Supper, when about to leave the world, Our 
Lord said to His disciples, “If you love Me, keep My commandments” 
(John 14:15). Mary has, in effect, spoken the same words to her 
children. Let us not grow weary, then, of attending to the things she 
asks of us; and above all, let us not be hearers only, but doers of her 
word. (James 1:22-25.)

THE FACT 


Let us remember: The year 1917 was taking its course, and the 
world was groaning under the most deadly war the world had ever 
seen. Portugal, in a special manner, was oppressed by countless calami- 
ties, and not the least of these was the hidden and open war declared 
against the Church. It almost seemed as if the prophecy of one of the 
young enthusiasts of the young republic, that the Catholic religion in 
Portugal would vanish in the space of two or three generations, was 
about to be fulfilled. There was discord and hunger in families; there 
was disorder in the streets and in the administration of the country. 
There was a general loss of confidence, and pessimism as to the future. 


It was at this dark moment that a ray of light and hope dawned 
over Portugal. A light was kindled on the bare Sierras of Aire, a light 
which was to grow and illuminate the whole country, and indeed, the 
world... Our Lady’s glance rested upon three children in the village 
of Aljustrel in the parish of Fatima, which belonged to the Patriarchate 
of Lisbon pending the restoration of the diocese of Leiria. The children 
were innocent, even ignorant. Lucia was only ten years old, Jacinta, 
her cousin, seven years, and the boy, Francesco, had not yet completed 
his ninth year. 


After having prepared them by the visit of an angel, Our Lady 
appeared to them during six consecutive months, from May to October 
—five times in Cova da Iria and once at Valinhos, The fact soon be- 
came known by the parents of the children, by the neighbors, by the 
surrounding villages, and finally by the whole of Portugal. The re- 
action of the civil authorities and the caution of the ecclesiastics only 
served to heighten popular interest. 


The newspapers at the beginning gave no attention to the story, 
being wholly taken up with the progress of the war and with internal 
politics. The writer of these words, who was a child at the time, re- 
members hearing the first news of the apparitions from blind people 
who went about selling and singing songs of their own composition and 
thus spreading the news in the most remote places. 

Then came the month of October. The newspapers had broken 
their silence. Multitudes flowed into Cova da Iria and witnessed the 
miracle of the sun. Cures took place, cures of bodies, and those even 
more astonishing healings of souls, when prodigals return to God. Per- 
secution was not lacking, but defeated its own end. 


Meanwhile the diocese of Leiria was founded. Its first and present 
Bishop entered the city in August, 1920, and only in May, 1922, ap- 
pointed a commission to study the case and hear the evidence of “all 
those who wish to make statements about the events of Fatima either 
for or against.”” Only on October 13th, 1930, thirteen years after the

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last apparition, did the Bishop declare the visions to be worthy of 
credence and permit officially the cult of Our Lady of Fatima, 

Fatima, like the grain of mustard seed in the Gospel, grew and 
thrived, Filling Portugal first, it burst its frontiers, spreading itself 
throughout the world. We may certainly doubt the accuracy of some 
details as expressed by later writers and of some interpretations of later 
revelations if we wish. What is beyond doubt is that Our Lady came 
from heaven to earth to help and counsel us and to make her desires 
known. 

The idea of Fatima is intimately connected with the fact of sin. 
Reparation, penance, prayer, hell, all presuppose sin. It is an associa- 
tion of ideas, tragic perhaps, but necessary for us. Sin, which is the 
revolt of man against God, was and is the cause of all our evils. Our 
Lady came to remind us of this nearly forgotten fact. She came to 
ask us very simply not to offend God any more. Here lies the secret of 
the well-being of the world, of peace and of the salvation of mankind. 
Here lies condensed the so-called Message of Fatima. And the message 
is in itself an end. Everything else is a means, All that we see in 
Fatima is, as it were, an awakener, including the miracles themselves. 


THE MESSENGER 


A message necessarily implies the elements of its constitution: 
that is, who sends it, who transmits it, who receives it, as well as its 
content. Simultaneous mention may be made of the circumstances 
which determine it, the effects of its acceptance, rejection, etc. 


The word “‘message,’’ with its common root in the neo-Latin and 
English languages, implies in itself a person or thing sent: ‘“missati- 
cum”; in the Latin translation of the Vulgate the word is not found, 
but its equivalent, ‘“‘nuntius’” and the verb ‘‘nunciare,”’ also ‘‘missus’’ 
and the verb “mittere.’’ A message on the human plane can be given 
from man to man, usually from superior to inferior, but on the super- 
natural level it is God who sends it to man by an angel, a prophet or 
a saint. 

The Old Testament is full of messages, transmitted directly to 
man by God Himself. The Gospel is a message par excellence, which 
the Son of God came to give to the world, and in the history of the 
world we find in all ages examples of messages transmitted through 
chosen souls. 

Generally, however, God uses intermediaries for His messages; and 
while in the Old Testament these are usually the Prophets, in the 
New Dispensation the supernatural communications made to mankind 
are so diverse and various that we shall limit ourselves to considering 
only those transmitted by Our Lady, particularly at Fatima, and in 
other modern instances 

One thing seems clear: that God, in His infinite wisdom and good- 
ness, after exhausting—if one may so express it imperfectly—the good- 
ness and tenderness of His own Heart on mankind, can find no better 
way of calling men from the madness and chaos of the modern world, 
than to place them in the Heart of His Mother, Who, indeed, can 
understand the abyss of love which caused these apparitions of the 
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Blessed Virgin on earth! And who is so base as to refuse the desires 
of a Mother, who only asks for the love of her children! 

Let us grasp this fact once and for all, that Mary rejoices in our 
holiness and is wounded by our sins. She is a mother, and every mother 
desires to see her children living in harmony and love. When we sin 
or commit sins of omission, we wound and grieve Jesus, our elder 
Brother, our best Friend, and above all, our God. And we wound His 
Mother’s Heart. We deserve just and severe chastisement for this; 
but Mary, the Mother, intervenes, striving to avert the justice of God’s 
wrath, warning us to do penance, to fulfill His Law, His Command- 
ment, which, compressed into a few words, is that we love one another! 
The Message of Fatima, in its last analysis, is a Message of Love in a 
world lacerated by hate. What else could we expect from the Heart of 
a Mother! 


THE TEXT 


What, in fact, is the text of the Message of Fatima? At this mo- 
ment the momentous subject is being preached and written about the 
world over. It is one that is is bound to make an impression on all 
who are making a serious attempt to face the present crisis and to find 
its remedy; and everything that is done to make Our Lady’s desires 
known and her wishes fulfilled will most certainly be blessed by God. 

One thing, however, is certain. The Blessed Virgin did not visit 
this earth of ours in a visible form for any other reason but a most 
serious one. If in her bounty she chose the little country of Portugal 
as an instrument for her marvelous plans; if in Portugal she chose the 
humble and then utterly unknown hamlet of Aljustrel, and here again, 
three unlettered peasant children, it is not for us to judge and criticise 
her choice, however strange it may seam to us. We may be certain 
that the preferences here shown were not of a personal nor of a national 
or political order. Our Lady saw the madness and chaos into which 
mankind was falling—for the apparitions at Fatima were almost con- 
temporaneous with the Russian Revolution. She wanted to oppose 
the rising tide of materialism with a barrier of genuine, integral and 
evangelical Christianity. And so, several times in succession, she placed 
her heavenly feet on a little oak tree on the Sierras of Aire. Does this 
seem strange to us? And what do we make of it all? Can we possibly 
think of it as a mere passing incident, which we take note of and then 
go on our way? Surely it must be obvious that only the most terrible 
and profound reasons, reasons which are now plain to us, but which 
were hidden then, could have brought Our Lady to this earth of ours. 
We know from the revelations that her heart was filled with sadness, 
and that the things she came to tell us were matters of life and death. 
She came to tell mankind, sunk in evil and error, of the only way to 
peace—peace with God and with each other. What, in fact, was this 
latest message which brought the Mother of God to earth, to the soil 
of Portugal? 

Perhaps in this matter it is permissible to say that there is room 
for a diversity of opinion. For some, the emphasis may be on devotion 
to the Holy Rosary, recommended in all the apparitions; for others, 
devotion to the Immaculate Heart, which formed part of the “‘secret’’ 
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and which has conquered the world in the space of a few years; for 
others, again, the calling to mind of the fact and existence of hell, the 
second part of the ‘“‘secret’”; or perhaps, the reparation and penance 
so insisted upon by Our Lady. 


All this is clearly in the spirit of Fatima and according to the de- 
sires of the Mother of God. But we may suppose that she had in 
mind one point above all others, which in our opinion is the heart and 
essence of the Message. It is the end, whereas the others are the means 
thereto, 


Lucia, in her simplicity, asked Our Lady a straight question: 
“What do you want?” This was in May, at the first apparition. In 
June, Our Lady gave the same answer to the same question: ‘I will 
tell you later what I want.” 


In July she was yet more explicit: ‘In October I shall tell you 
my name and what I want.” 


It is therefore in October that we must listen for the special desire 
of Our Lady. ‘I want to tell you to build a chapel here in my honor; 
that I am the Lady of the Rosary, and that you are to say the Rosary 
every day... Men must not sin any more, they must ask forgiveness 
for their sins.”” And finally and sadly: ‘“‘THEY MUST NOT OFFEND 
OUR LORD ANY MORE, FOR HE IS ALREADY TOO MUCH 
OFFENDED.”’ 


These words, which ended with “I do not want anything more,” 
are, as it were, the sum total of the desires and recommendations of 
Our Lady, and best reveal to us the love and the anxiety—almost in- 
finite —the love of God and of mankind, which fills the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary. 

Sin is the evil and the misery of the world, the revolt of man 
against God. Sin causes all the calamities which afflict mankind, 


THE MEANS OF FULFILMENT 


It is obvious that the means are many and various, but they can 
all be resumed in one word—love. Love is the fulfilment of the Law— 
that is, to love God above all things and our neighbors as ourselves. 
These are Our Lord’s Own words; and from St. Augustine we have: 
“Ama et fac quod vis—Love (the good) and do what you will.” It is 
no secret that Our Lady, and at times even Our Lord, has continued 
to reveal and explain in greater details the original message which was 
given to the world at the time of the apparitions. We know, too, that 
Our Lady, during the apparitions in the Cova da Iria, ceaselessly rec- 
ommended the practice of penance as she had done in previous appari- 
tions in other places, in order that Divine Justice might be appeased 
and sinners converted to God. The children themselves took this com- 
mand absolutely literally and gave themselves up to a life of such 
heroic sacrifice as to astonish and surprise us in children of such tender 
age. The penance they performed was of such an order as to require 
the direct intervention of Our Lady and her prohibition of certain 
things: “God is content with your sacrifices, but you are not to sleep 
with the cord. Wear it only in the daytime.” 
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It would be admirable if everybody—especially those who have 
grave sins to expiate—were to perform penance of this kind. But we 
are frail and inconstant and either from lack of courage, or perhaps 
of time and opportunity, we tend to avoid whatever penance causes us 
pain or physical distress. 

And so Our Lord, in His merciful knowledge of our human frailty, 
made known to Lucia, in order that she might make it known to us, 
that He will be content with another kind of penance—the interior mor- 
tification of the senses and faculties, and the sacrifices which make up 
the exact fulfilment of our day by day duties and responsibilities. 

At this point it is preferable to let Sister Lucia herself speak, for 
she, better than anyone else, can transmit the exact words of Our Lord. 
She wrote in a letter dated April 20th, 1943, to His Excellency, the 
Bishop of Gurza: ‘“‘This is the penance which the good God asks: 
the sacrifice which each person must impose upon himself in order to 
lead a just life and observe His law. He wishes His way clearly to be 
known; otherwise many people imagine that the word penance implies 
the practice of great austerities, feel that they lack the necessary gen- 
erosity for these, become discouraged, and finally fall into a life of 
tepidity and sin. 

“During the night of Friday and Saturday, when I was in the 
chapel, with the permission of my superiors, at midnight, Our Lord 
said to me: ‘The sacrifice of each soul consists in the fulfilment of its 
own duty and in the observance of My Law; it is the penance which I 
now ask and desire,’ ”’ 

This doctrine is as old as the human race. The patriarchs and 
saints of the Old Law did not sanctify themselves by any other means. 
The most sublime example lies in the life of the Holy Family. And 
from the day of St. Joseph’s death until now, how many souls have 
climbed to the heights of sanctity by this path alone! Yet how many 
Christians forget this fact and become discouraged because they lack 
the courage of great austerity. 

A great responsibility rests upon those who teach and direct souls: 
parents, teachers, priests. God ‘“‘wishes this way clearly to be made 
known.’ What way? One of sacrifice always. A just life in this ob- 
servance of God’s Law. But it must be a whole-hearted acceptance of 
the whole Law, readily, joyfully, generously. That is, not to pick and 
choose among the commandments, to observe one code in private life 
and another in public, or vice versa. 

This is nothing new in itself, but has a particular importance for 
our own times. Our Lord and His Mother know well how the way of 
salvation can be adapted to all states and conditions: “THE SACRI- 
FICE OF EACH SOUL CONSISTS IN THE FULFILMENT OF ITS 
OWN DUTY AND IN THE OBSERVANCE OF MY LAW; IT IS THE 
PENANCE WHICH I NOW ASK AND DESIRE.”

peeve N THE 15th of August the Universal Church turns 


the eyes of her children to the glorious mystery of 
the Assumption. For it is on this day that we cele- 
brate the glorious entry of Our Lady into heaven— 
that final Assumption which marks the term of all 
those other assumptions of her soul in grace and 
love ;—that triumphant Assumption which closes her 
earthly life and takes her, body and soul, to the 
throne of God as Queen of heaven and earth. 

But even the simple entry of Our Lady into this world is already 
a magnificent assumption. With her singular privilege of the Immacu- 
late Conception, Mary is raised far above all sin and the unhappy con- 
dition of Adam’s children caught in the maelstrom of greed, sel fish- 
ness, and continual strife. Standing above the head of the serpent, she 
holds beneath her feet this wayward world. She appears surrounded 
with something of the splendor of God Himself; for we must not for- 
get that God possesses her completely. “The Lord possessed me in the 
beginning of His ways.” She belonged to Him even from the first 
beat of her heart, and her soul, at that initial moment, was so filled 
with an abundance of grace that she easily excelled by far the very 
angels who gravitate around the throne of God. In the long and dreary 
night of universal sin, in the shadow and bleak gloom of death, Mary 
enters the world, advances and comes toward us with the welcome 
light and cool freshness of dawn itself. She is the masterpiece of 
God’s entire creation, and “she cometh forth as the morning rising.” 
Here, in fact, is the first assumption of Our Lady. 

Later, at the age of three, Mary ascends to the Temple that she 
may consecrate to the Most High her virginal heart. Picture to your- 
self the Virgin adorned with all the charms of childhood, powerful in 
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mind and wisdom, mounting one by one the fifteen steps that lead to 
the portals of the Temple in Jerusalem. Each of these steps symbolizes 
for us the new assumptions of her soul as she abandons the world to 
consecrate herself entirely to the service of God. There, in the perfect 
quiet and solitude of the Temple, under the benign influence of her 
contemplation, her sacred readings and humble work, she drinks in the 
living waters of grace at its Divine source. Here she ascends from 
virtue to virtue, adding uninterruptedly her newly-acquired riches to 
those already infused into her soul, without losing a moment of that 
God-given gift of time which we waste so wantonly and with such 
temerity. And these were but the assumptions of her youth. 

Still Mary’s soul was to experience assumptions even more bril- 
liant. For when the fulness of time came, the Eternal Word descended 
into her bosom and raised her to such awe-inspiring heights as to grace 
her with the ineffable dignity of the Divine Motherhood. Can we even 
imagine a more grandiose elevation for a creature? Mary is truly 
the Mother of God, the living Temple of the Most High: God lives and 
reposes corporally in her. He nourishes Himself of her substance 
while at the same time filling her with every grace and unction. Here 
He who is the plenitude of life and holiness has taken up His abode. 
How true, then, is the Angelic Salutation: “Hail, full of grace—the 
Lord is with thee.” “The Lord possessed me in the beginning of His 
ways.” Mary is His blessed one, His privileged one; He has exalted 
her far above all the elect. She is His Mother. 


But however dazzling may appear these sublime heights of grace, 
there is no question yet of arresting the ascensions of her soul. For 
the fulness of grace in her, being relative, does not preclude increase. 
And so in the thirty years of her hidden life at Nazareth, with no other 
teacher but the Divine Word Himself, Mary’s mind cannot fail to in- 
crease in light and vision, being so closely and continually in contact 
with the rays of the Divine Intelligence. And what flames of Divine 
charity and love were not enkindled in her heart under the sweet in- 
fluence of the Divine Heart of Jesus? Can we fail to see how her 
hidden life at Nazareth was but one harmonious ascension from virtue 
to virtue, a continual assumption, ever progressing to closer union with 
her own Divine Son? 


But all these ascending heights in the inner life of Our Lady are 
but a prelude to, and lead up to the great assumption of Calvary. Now 
she is climbing the slopes of Golgotha, and there, whilst her Heart is 
submerged in a sea of sorrow, steadfastly and with all the fortitude 
of her soul, she offers to the Eternal Father, in union with her Divine 
Son, the supreme Sacrifice of our Redemption. It is the hour of her 
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most august function; it is the most beautiful and sublime instant of 
her fruitful mission. For here Mary is not only the Mother of Jesus, 
the one who has given Him birth, but she is also at this very moment 
offering Him; and by this immolation, which is rending all the fibers 
of her Immaculate Heart, Mary is helping at the same time to bring 
us forth to the grace of eternal life. What new and ever-progressive 
assumptions do we not discern, mounting higher and higher in the 
Heart of our afflicted Mother, whose sorrow is only equaled by her love? 


Nonetheless, all is not over yet. For God still allows this, His 
most perfect creature, to increase and ascend to other heights. That 
is why He leaves her twenty-three years on earth, after the Ascension 
of her Divine Son, to fashion with her maternal hands the new-born 
Church, and embellish with her grace and merits her own eternal crown. 

But at last the moment came when her soul, so copiously and 
abundantly filled with Divine grace and virtue, could no longer be 
contained within the frame of her chaste body. She died. There was 
no suffering. There was no agony. Death was for her a sleep, an 
ecstasy. Both the Western and Eastern Church call the event the pass- 
ing away, or the sleep of Our Lady. After death her body was once 
more united to her soul. Can you think of God leaving her body to 
corrupt in the grave? God, who through the mouth of His Psalmist, 
gives us this assurance: “Nor wilt Thou give Thy holy one to see cor- 
ruption” (Ps. 15), certainly would not delay in achieving the full 
beatitude of Our Lady by causing her body to be reunited to her soul. 

The belief in the Assumption of Our Lady is universal in the 
Church. But is it true that we always see this mystery in its proper 
perspective? Let us regard it not so much as the conclusion and fitting 
term to her splendid life on earth, but rather as the beginning of her 
new life in heaven. What that new life is St. Grignon De Montfort 
tells us: “In heaven, Mary commands the angels and the blessed. As 
a recompense for her profound humility, God has given her the power 
and office to fill with saints the empty thrones from which the apostate 
angels fell by pride. It is the will of the Most High, who exalts the 
humble, that heaven, earth, and hell should bend to the commands of 
the humble Mary, whom He has made the sovereign of heaven and 
earth, the general of His armies, the treasurer of His treasures, the 
dispenser of His graces, the worker of His wonders, the restorer of 
the human race, the mediatrix of men, the destroyer of the enemies of 
God, and the faithful companion of His honors and His triumphs.” 
Her new position in heaven is unique; need we wonder why De Mont- 
fort, when contemplating this mystery of the Holy Rosary, asks for the 
special and priceless gift of true devotion to Our Lady? 
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But if we are to search out the dominant note of this Mystery of 
the Assumption of Our Lady, we shall not have far to seek. It is es- 
sentially a feast of great joy. A joy greater than human heart can 
conceive fills the heavenly spirits when a soul enters heaven to receive 
her reward. What jubilant transports, then, must those have been with 
which they hailed the entrance into heavenly bliss of the most pure and 
holy Virgin, the Mother of the Son of God, body and soul, transfigured 
in glory! And she is, and shall be for all eternity, their Queen and 
Mother! What an ineffable joy, too, for the Blessed Virgin, to be- 
hold the countless numbers of angels, to admire their beauty, their 
purity, their intense love of God! But as the feeble light of a candle 
disappears before the splendor of the sun’s rays, thus are these choirs 
of angels obscured by the ineffable glory of the Divine Son coming 
to welcome His Mother. Who can describe this affectionate meeting? 
What a superabundant reward for affliction and suffering! What an 
ocean of joy and bliss, when the Son of God presents His Mother 
before the Throne of His Heavenly Father, who greets her as His 
beloved Daughter. What a joy to behold the Holy Spirit, whose pure 
Spouse she has been even on earth. These transports of bliss baffle all 
attempts at description, but let us at least rejoice at Mary’s glory and 
resolve to join with the heavenly spirits and the saints in paying hom- 
age to her. Above all, let us be more devout to her, especially by liv- 
ing more conscientiously our Act of Consecration, so that she will ob- 
tain for us the grace to share to some extent her glory and extreme joy, 
and this not only in our future life but even here and now.

The question of the definition of Our Blessed Mother’s Assumption 
has been one of supreme interest in recent years, and many have ex- 
pected that it would be proclaimed a dogma during the Holy Year. 
As yet, there has been no announcement that this will be the case, but 
theologians of high repute hold that our belief in Mary’s Assumption 
is of Divine and Apostolic tradition, and hence originates in revela- 
tion. For it must be understood that when the Holy See defines a 
dogma of Faith, this doctrine must be at least implicitly contained in 
the so-called “Deposit of Faith”; that is to say, that it has been Divine- 
ly revealed by God and taught by the Apostles. Theologians hold that 
the Assumption is such a doctrine, and that it is definable as a dogma. 
The Holy See has received innumerable petitions for the definition, 
and it is the hope of all fervent Catholics that it will see fit to give 
our Immaculate Mother the added glory of a formal definition of her 
Assumption into heaven as an article of faith. Let us pray fervently 
for this intention.

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UNE 11th, 1950—the Sunday within the octave of Corpus 
Christi—will be indelibly impressed upon the memories 
of those thousands of persons who were privileged to 
participate in or to witness the imposing spectacle of the 
candlelight procession in honor of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment at the Sanctuary of the Holy Spirit in Kansas City, 
Missouri. The magnificent ceremony formed a part of the Catholic 
observance of Kansas City’s centennial celebration. Because so many 
of our readers have assisted us in the erection of this Sanctuary of 

‘Perpetual Adoration, and therefore contributed indirectly toward this 
glorious triumph, we feel confident that you will welcome an account 
of the ceremonies. We are happy to share with you the following 
particulars, extracted from the letter written to us by our Sisters in 
Kansas City, describing the event:— 

Before our Sanctuary was completed on “Holy Hill”—in fact, 
two years ago—it was our Bishop’s cherished dream to have a candle- 
light Corpus Christi Procession on this site at some future time. With 
the city’s centennial calling for something really special, His Excellency 
saw how admirably the Corpus Christi Procession would complete the 
other phases of the Catholic observance. 

A previous account of our preparations for the procession told 
about the little log cabin church, the first Catholic church in Kansas 
City, a replica of which was built on our grounds, close to the Adora- 
tion Chapel. A bronze plaque commemorative of this church had 
been erected at the site where it once stood, and on the evening of the 
llth a group of outstanding civic and religious leaders met for the 
unveiling of this plaque by His Excellency. From this point a parade 
moved from the north end of the city to Hogan High School (about 
three blocks west of the Holy Spirit Sanctuary). There were many 
cars and several very beautifully decorated historic floats honoring 
and depicting the pioneers of the Church in the history of Kansas 
City, who had contributed so much to its development. The ceremony 
of the unveiling of the plaque and the parade which followed were 
under the auspices of the Diocesan Council of Catholic men, and were 
apart from the Corpus Christi procession, though they led up to it. 

In the cool of Sunday evening, as the groups began to assemble 
on the grounds, long before seven o’clock, we could not but breathe 
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fervent thanks to the dear suffering priests in purgatory, for whom we 
had made many, many offerings of the Precious Blood for favorable 
weather. They have never failed us; which makes us realize how dear 
to the Heart of the Eternal Priest they must be, and how powerful their 
intercession is with Him. Just as dusk was settling on the beautiful 
tree-lined Paseo (the avenue leading up to the Sanctuary) we caught 
glimpses of the parade and the floats approaching, which told us that 
His Excellency would soon be here to bear our Eucharistic King on 
His triumphant procession to Hogan High School, the scene of the 
first Benediction. 


Meyer Boulevard (a very busy thoroughfare which runs past the 
convent, at the foot of the knoll) had been blocked to traffic for the 
entire length of time of the ceremonies, so the parade and floats had 
to stop when they reached Meyer and 63rd. The quietness and rever- 
ence with which all this traffic was conducted, and the parking of the 
floats outside the procession territory, seemed to us to mark definitely 
the end of the civic observance for the evening, and to impose the 
gentle yet forceful hush of silence upon the already great throng that 
awaited the procession of our King of Glory. 


The Diocesan Master of Ceremonies deemed it proper for the 
Bishop to remove the Blessed Sacrament from our Chapel here, and 
then return It on the completion of the ceremonies, rather than have 
It taken privately to Hogan for the first Benediction. About 8 P.M. 
His Excellency was in the Sanctuary with the clergy and altar boys 
who had been appointed to attend him. As he bore the Blessed Sacra- 
ment from the sanctuary through the west sacristy, the altar boys and 
clergy preceded him. The Sisters were in a row in the courtyard from 
the sacristy door to the arcade, holding red vigil lights. A beautiful 
open car, loaned by a kind benefactor, was in readiness to bear the 
Bishop with his precious Burden, as the line of procession was to cover 
several blocks. The owner of the car felt highly privileged to drive 
it himself. The back seat of the car had been removed, and a pedestal, 
draped in white crepe, served as a throne for the Monstrance. Our 
saintly and beloved Bishop, in heavy cope and veilum, placed the 
Monstrance on the Corporal which had been prepared, and stood be- 
hind it, steadying it on its pedestal. Rt. Rev. Msgr. McKay, our Pastor, 
rode in the front seat with Mr. C. The car moved without a jar, and 
Jesus started out on the triumphal procession. The cross bearers, 
and other altar-boy attendants, then the clergy, and finally the car, 
flanked on both sides by the Reverend Deacons and Subdeacons and 
the Honor Guard of the Fourth Degree Knights of Columbus, silently 
wended their way to Hogan, where the thousands assembled there were 
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waiting. All along the line of march there were Holy Name men from 
the fifty parishes of the city, bearing lighted candles and grouped in 
assigned positions. As the Most Blessed Sacrament passed, they all 
dropped to their knees. On arriving at Hogan, the Blessed Sacrament 
was carried to a temporary altar on the front steps, where the first 
Benediction was given. Then the organized groups started their march 
to the Adoration Chapel. 

We had asked Rev. Mother if we might watch the procession and 
also the services at Hogan; the latter we could easily do from the un- 
finished wing of the convent. Though not participating actively in 
the procession, we felt that this was our Jesus’ triumph, and it made 
us very happy. It was all so beautiful—and as we knelt in the court- 
yard as the Bishop took our Eucharistic King to the waiting car, we 
wished you could all have been here to see the Knights of Columbus, 
in their full regalia, salute our King by their drawn swords instead 
of a genuflection, and then turn to march beside Him as body guards. 
After the car had driven away we continued to kneel with our red vigil 
lights glowing in the twilight, until the Blessed Sacrament was out of 
sight. Jesus was being taken away from us for a short while in His 
monstrance, but He was receiving the adoration of thousands along the 
route, as in the days of His earthly life when the crowds longed 
to touch but the hem of His garments. Though our Jesus was being 
solemnly carried two or three blocks away from us, we continued our 
adoration before the tabernacle, happy to give Him to the crowds, and 
in the thought that after His Eucharistic Triumph, He would once more 
take up His abode with us on our exposition throne. 

The Sisters stood at the windows, prayerfully and gratefully 
watching the scene below. One of the dear Sisters who was with us 
from the Motherhouse repeatedly exclaimed that this scene could never 
be adequately described. 

Picture, if you can, this busy intersection of Meyer Boulevard, 
cleared of all traffic; people lined up six deep on one side and four 
deep on the other, watching the procession of four thousand Holy 
Name men carrying lighted candles and passing in orderly march 
through the center of the boulevard, led by the Cross-bearer, a newly- 
ordained priest. With the Holy Name men were their parish priests 
in cassock and surplice, excepting the priests belonging to religious 
Orders, who wore their distinctive habits. There were Dominicans, 
Franciscans, Augustinians, Redemptorists, Jesuits, and Benedictines. 
The procession passed all the way down Meyer Boulevard past our 
front steps and around to the car drive; then over in front of the chapel 
and down the front steps to places designated for each group on the 
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lawn and terrace. The procession of Holy Name men lasted half 
an hour, during which time Eucharistic hymns were played on the 
Hammond organ loaned for the occasion by the Jenkins Music Com- 
pany and equipped with amplifiers, so that the music could be heard 
for blocks around. The organist from the Seminary took care of all 
the playing, and it was most beautiful and impressive. 


As each consignment of Holy Name men passed down the steps: 
and on to the lawn, their priests stepped out and formed a group on. 
the large cement landing directly in front of the chapel, awaiting His 
Excellency. The seminary choir grouped about the organ, which had 
been placed just west of the chapel entrance, on the lawn. The rich 
mellow tones of Pange Lingua and other Eucharistic hymns beckoned: 
the marchers on towards Holy Hill as they prayed the Rosary on. the: 
route of procession. 

Finally the car bearing His Excellency with the Most Blessed 
Sacrament came around the bend, and as it approached, the great wide 
boulevard became a veritable sea of flickering candlelight as the two 
thousand women bearing them closed in behind the car and followed 
it, eight, ten, and twelve abreast. The other spectators, most of whom: 
also carried lighted candles, and who were estimated at approximately 
ten thousand, then began to move towards the convent grounds; and’ 
as the car with our Eucharistic King came up our driveway, we were: 
reminded of the verse of the Psalm, “Be ye lifted up, O eternal gates,. 
and the King of Glory shall enter in.” Truly was He entering into the 
midst of worshiping thousands, of hearts that were opening to pour 
out upon Him the full chalices of their adoring love; and the thousands. 
of flickering candlelights were mute evidence of the devoted souls who: 
for hours had awaited this moment of Eucharistic glory. His Excellency 
alighted from the car, and was escorted over to the little log cabin: 
chapel—the canopy bearers, censer bearers, and others all having taken. 
their places at the top of the steps. 


The interior of the little log church had been fitted up as nearly 
as possible according to all available authentic descriptions. We had 
the loan of a set of Stations about one hundred years old; also the 12th 
Station of a large set, which took the place of the Crucifixion scene 
said to have hung above the altar. Mr. Dunn had erected the little 
log church gratis, and the carpenters donated their time. They cut 
down a tree with a forked branch in order to attach the original bell 
which was used in 1835 by Father Benedict Roux (the first missionary ) 
to assemble the Indians and the people along the Kaw River Valley 
for services. We were told that this bell is probably the most valuable 
single historical article in Kansas City. It was loaned to us for the 
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ceremony, and was rung, at the Bishop’s request, for the Benediction 
which he gave in the little log church. 

After this Benediction, His Excellency carried the Most Blessed 
Sacrament over to the altar prepared at the front entrance of the Adora- 
tion Chapel, while the Seminary Choir sang “Faith of Our Fathers,” 
which His Excellency wished sung on this occasion. With the beauty 
of our building as it stands, there was very little decorating required 
for this altar’s background. The men who put up the neon light of 
“1950” high above the chapel entrance, very kindly and generously 
offered to hang the bunting. They also wanted to help the Sisters in 
the foil decorating of the symbolic carving over the entrance. Colored 
foil was pressed deep into the carvings and secured with cellophane 
tape. The grapes were purple, the leaves green, the Holy Spirit silver, 
etc., and it was most effective with the floodlights playing upon it. 
From it were hung red and gold satin drapes, arranged alternately and 
finished with heavy gold cording and tassels. The back of the altar 
was banked with graceful palms and the beautiful large peonies which 
had been brought from Clyde. The large four-foot monstrance, made 
of a wooden frame with pasteboard and covered with gold metallic 
paper, used for the first time at the Art Gallery procession some years 
ago, as a throne for the Benediction monstrance, was used again this 
year, 

When His Excellency arrived at the altar, he placed the small 
Monstrance containing the Blessed Sacrament on the shelf of the large 
monstrance, veiled It, and gave an address, a copy of which we hope 
to get in complete form sometime. After this the final outdoor Bene- 
diction was given. The Master of Ceremonies had told us that the 
Sisters should come out to the front of the altar at this point, and lead 
the way into the Adoration Chapel. 

The clergy had already started the procession, and passed through 
the long file of the Fourth Degree Knights of Columbus, in regalia, 
who lined the center aisle. The seminarians also entered, and then the 
Sisters. All were in their places when the Most Reverend Bishop 
carried the Blessed Sacrament up the center aisle, preceded by his 
four Papal Knights. To see the clergy—about one hundred and ten— 
enter the chapel and quietly and in perfect order take their places, 
the many, many altar boys in the sanctuary, the seminary choir and 
the Fourth Degree Knights, all enclosed in the shelter of this permanent 
Throne Room of the King, truly reminded one of a royal court. 

It was the wish of the Reverend Fathers in charge of the cere- 
mony that the Sisters sing for this final Benediction. Contrary to all our 
misgivings, their voices-sounded full and clear, and the “Adoremus” 
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which sealed the glories of this Corpus Christi Sunday was the final 
expression of all the gratitude and love and praise which we had 
been offering Jesus in our hearts as we shared Him with these many 
thousands. Even after the “Adoremus” was ended, the Priests remained 
in their places, and the Knights remained in the aisles with drawn 
swords, as if reluctant to leave the glories of this Eucharistic Thabor. 

And so, dear Mothers and Sisters, you have received the account 
as best we could give it, of the procession, in which you have all had 
so great a part, for it is but one of the many proofs that hidden acts 
of sacrifice and love are bearing fruit. The crowd was estimated at 
between twelve and fifteen thousand. They were a reverent group; 
one did not feel that they were idle spectators, for, standing so quietly 
as they did for those several hours gave one the impression that only 
their love for the Most Blessed Sacrament, only their appreciation of 
the GREAT GIFT — God with us in the Holy Eucharist — could have 
prompted them to come. Many of those participating said it was the 
most magnificent demonstration of faith they had ever witnessed. 

With the aid of several kind friends and a number of our faithful 
servers, it did not take long to dissemble the altar at the entrance to 
the chapel, and soon the Adorers on Holy Hill were settled peacefully 
and happily beneath the wings of the Holy Spirit, to take their rest 
as they thanked Him, the Spirit of Love, for filling so many hearts 
that evening and prompting them to manifest their faith and love and 
devotion in a ceremony which now bears historic value as THE 
CATHOLIC OBSERVANCE OF THE CENTENNIAL OF KANSAS 
CITY. 

May the years which succeed this hundredth anniversary of the 
“key point of the nation’s travel” find a steady development of the 
seed of our holy Religion which was implanted in the.hearts of the 
first dwellers in the Kaw River Valley at such sacrifice and hardship 
by the pioneer heroes of the Church. May this seed of Eucharistic 
devotion increase a hundredfold, and the Eucharistic Corpus Christi 
Procession of each future year be a larger and more beautiful demon- 
stration of the “Faith of our Fathers” than any previous procession, 
that our Eucharistic King may RULE, may CONQUER and may 
POSSESS all hearts!

The Holy Year and the Holy Eucharist 
wteethetie 


N promulgating the Holy Year of 1950, His Holiness, 

Pope Pius XII, voiced the hope that for all Chris- 
@ tians it might be a year of superabundant grace, a 
year of increased pardon and love, so that all men, 
united among themselves and with God, might be led 
by it to resume with greater ardor the path toward 
a future of holiness and peace. He expressed the desire that the faith- 
ful be urged to participate in the Jubilee in the best possible way, 
whether they are able to go to Rome, or must remain in their own 
country. “Let them,” the Holy Father said, “offer more fervent prayers 
to God, multiply their works of penance and charity, and put into 
practice al] that we have recommended as fitting for the Holy Year.” 
It can be clearly seen that the great purpose of the Holy Year is to 
effect a more abundant application of the merits of Christ’s Redemp- 
tion to individual souls as well as to the Church at large. 


The eminent theologian and Doctor of the Church, St. Thomas 
Aquinas, teaches that it is through the Most Holy Eucharist, directly 
or indirectly, that all the graces merited by Christ’s Passion are applied 
to individual souls. To effect the end of the Jubilee Year, it is evident, 
therefore, that it must be made a Eucharistic Year, wherein individuals 
draw closer to the life-giving Sacrament in order to increase their 
supernatural and spiritual resources, and through a more active charity 
and love of God and of neighbor, to strengthen and cement the bonds 
of human brotherhood. 





“I have come that they may have life, and have it more abun- 
dantly” said Our Lord, and He communicates this abundance of life 
to souls through the Holy Eucharist. “He who eats My Flesh and 
drinks My Blood abides in Me and I in him” (John 6:57). And again, 
“He who abides in Me, and I in him, he bears much fruit” (John 15:5). 
Hence, that the Holy Year may abound in fruitfulness, souls are urged 
to communicate frequently. “Assistance at Holy Mass and the recep- 
tion of Holy Communion should reach unprecedented frequency and 
fervor... Prayer consciousness, also, should be developed by devotions, 
both private and communal, at home as well as in church. For those 
who must remain at home, visits to the Roman Basilicas may effectively 
be replaced by visits to the Blessed Sacrament and by Holy Hours. 
In all these visits and Eucharistic devotions, let each one prayerfully 
remember the Holy Father’s intentions for the Jubilee Year for the 
rejuvenation of society” 
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The Grace and Need of Our Times 


Blessed Peter Julian Eymard, the Founder of the Fathers of the 
Most Blessed Sacrament, has declared that what society needs for its 
revival is Solemn Exposition of the Blessed Sacrament. He writes: 
“Never in all the past ages has the cult of the Blessed Sacrament 
flourished so conspicuously. Solemn Exposition was rare even in the 
ages of Faith. There was then no special need of this excellent means 
of salvation, —the last, perhaps, which is now offered to Christian 
society. But today, Solemn Exposition of the Blessed Sacrament is the 
grace and need of our times. This public and solemn profession of 
faith in the Divinity of Christ and in the reality of His Sacramental 
Presence is a necessity. It is the best refutation which can be leveled 
at the renegades, the apostates, the impious, and the indifferent. It 
will crush them like a mountain of fire, but a fire of love and goodness. 

“It will arouse the slumbering faith of so many good people who 
have forgotten Jesus Christ because they have lost sight of the fact that 
He is their Neighbor, their Friend, and their God. Solemn Exposition 
is needed to stimulate true piety and to save society. Society is dying 
out because it no longer has a vital principle of truth and charity, the 
family-spirit.” 

The impotency of secondary means of saving the world is even 
a stronger motive for establishing Solemn Exposition as a means of 
salvation. Says Blessed Eymard: “The great evil of the day lies in the 
fact that we do not go to Jesus as to a Savior and a God... A Divine 
love which does not derive its fervor, its center, in the Sacrament of 
the Holy Eucharist, lacks the essential conditions of power: it will soon 
die out like the hearth without fuel. This love will soon become merely 
human... We must go back to the source of life, which is JESUS. 
But we must cease viewing Jesus in His earthly life, or in the glory of 
heaven; we must see Him especially in the Holy Eucharist. Behold 
the mission and the glory of our age, that will make it the greatest and 
holiest of centuries.” 

Reparation is in order for the sins of the world, if the Holy Year 
is to be truly “a year... of reparation”, but it is especially by means of 
the Holy Eucharist that reparation is made. It is in and through the 
Holy Eucharist, therefore, that the Jubilee Year will attain the desired 
end. Its influence will prosper or dwindle in proportion as souls are 
devoted to the Holy Eucharist. The measure of its spiritual influence, 
the depth of faith and the solidity of charity and of the other virtues 
it fosters, are dependent on its being a Eucharistic Jubilee Year. May 
the glorious Kingdom of Jesus come through the coming of His Eucha- 
ristic reign! 
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Blessed Peter Julian Eymard 
Feast, August 3 
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UCH of our modern world has ignored or forgotten 
its entire dependence on the Creator. Mankind has 
made for itself false gods of science and of reason, 
with the resulting confusion so apparent all around 
us. But, as in ages past, so in our times, God has 
given a guide to mankind to lead it from its god- 
less materialism to Christ living in our midst in 

the Holy Eucharist. This guide and leader is Blessed Peter Julian 
Eymard. Pope Pius XI, in his decree of Beatification, calls attention 
to the number of saints “‘providentially sent by God and admirably 
suited to the needs of their times, During the last century... in all 
nations the public worship of our Savior, Jesus Christ, hidden under 
the sacramental veil, increased notably... Hence it was fitting and 
timely that there should appear a man, meriting the loftiest praise, who 
would make it his life-work to promote the cult of the Holy Eucharist, 
and who could be recognized by all as the apostle of this public wor- 
ship. Without any hesitation this we declare of the Venerable Servant 
of God, Peter Julian Eymard.” 

Blessed Peter Julian Eymard realized the tremendous power of 
the Holy Eucharist and labored tirelessly to bring both clergy and 
laity to the feet of the Good Master, where, kneeling in adoration, souls 
might seek and find the answer to the perplexities of life. 

Blessed Eymard was born at La Mure d’Isere, in southern France, 
of parents remarkable for their piety. From his earliest years he 
seemed irresistibly drawn to the Most Blessed Sacrament. He loved 
to accompany his mother to the church, and no matter how prolonged 
her devotions might be, he never grew tired, though he was but a child 
of three or four years. As he grew older, his one ambition was to 
become a priest. Hardly a day passed without frequent visits to the 
church, where, kneeling before the tabernacle, he would join his little 
hands and fix his eyes on the altar, to say his prayers and ‘‘listen to 
Jesus.’’ He was inspired with the greatest horror of sin and kept un- 
spotted his baptismal innocence, When the day dawned which he had 
so long desired, the day of his First Communion, he renewed with great 
fervor his pledge to become a priest, and by dint of much pleading he 
secured the permission, so seldom granted to children in those days, of 
weekly Communion. He confided his vocation to his Heavenly Mother, 
and it was she who guided him and helped him to overcome the many 
obstacles which stood in the way. Peter’s father flatly refused to per- 
mit him to go to college, but put him to work at his oilpress. Obedient 
to his father’s wishes, the boy worked with great application, but en- 
deavored to carry out his studies secretly. He purchased a few text 
books with his slender earnings, and some charitable seminarians as- 
sisted him as much as they could. After endless pleading, his father 
finally gave him permission to follow his vocation at the age of seven- 
teen.

Wishing to make up for lost time, the boy applied himself so 
earnestly to his studies that his frail health soon broke down utterly, 
and he was sent home to die. He recommended himself to the Blessed 
Virgin, and never lost hope of once more pursuing his goal. Nor was 
he disappointed, for at length his trials came to an end, and he re- 
entered the seminary. In three years he completed his theological 
studies and was ordained to the holy priesthood on July 20, 1834. At 
the conclusion of the ordination, he slipped away to a secret place to 
spend the whole day in prayer and preparation for his First Holy 
Mass. He proved to be an exemplary priest both as curate and pastor, 
and devoted himself especially to fostering devotion to the Most Blessed 
Sacrament. In his spiritual direction of souls, he strove to make them 
understand and appreciate better the wonderful blessing of the Real 
Presence, and to realize that the one source of strong spiritual life was 
to be found in the banquet of Holy Communion. 

Though Father Eymard had a wide field for zeal in his parish at 
Montenard, he longed to be a missionary, and was drawn to enter the 
newly-founded Society of Mary. As a novice in this Society, Blessed 
Eymard resolved to become a saint. More than ever he put into prac- 
tice that stern virtue of self-denial, so characteristic of his life. Mean- 
while his devotion to the Blessed Sacrament continued to grow. He 
ardently advocated frequent Communion and Adoration of the Blessed 
Sacrament in his sermons, and even went So far as to pledge himself 
not to speak on any topic except the Holy Eucharist. 

It was by the inspiration of his Heavenly Mother, at her shrine 
at Fourvieres, that he conceived the idea of founding a new Society. 
“All the mysteries of my Son have religious bodies devoted to their 
honor; the Blessed Sacrament alone has none. It should have one.” 
Urged on by grace, Father Eymard sought permission of his superior 
to devote himself to this project, but was refused. However, a higher 
authority intervened,—the great and saintly Pope Pius IX,—before 
whom he laid his plans. The Pope declared: ‘“‘This work comes from 
God; I am convinced of it. Let it be established. Holy Church needs 
such a Society.”’ 

As is usual in the case of works of God, trials and difficulties of 
every sort sprang up to harass the founder, but his faith in his Divine 
Master was heroic. Nothing could shake his confidence or daunt him. 
Obstacles apparently insurmountable were easily overcome, vocations 
increased, the work grew. With the help of a certain Miss Guillot, 
whose spiritual director he had been, he also founded a society of 
religious women known as the “Servants of the Blessed Sacrament.” 
Exclusively contemplative, it is entirely given to the worship of the 
Blessed Sacrament, perpetually exposed. He likewise founded the 
associations of ‘‘The Priests’Eucharistic League,” now numbering over 
123,000 priests, and the “People’s Eucharistic League,’’ also known 
as the “Guard of Honor,’ with hundreds of thousands of members 
throughout the world. By this means he wished “to enlace the world 
in a network of Eucharistic fire.” 

Two months before his death, he proposed to his religious, at the 
conclusion of a sermon, a special form of devotion to Mary under the 
title of “Our Lady of the Blessed Sacrament,” a title which has since 
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been officially recognized by the Church. Mary had given him Jesus, 
and thus he repaid his debt to her, 

Always of frail health, and often bedridden, Father Eymard had, 
besides, to endure many interior trials; but in spite of everything he 
persevered loyally to the end. It was his desire to die at the foot of 
the altar, accomplishing in full his office of adorer, but Our Lord re- 
fused him this grace. Instead, God willed that his death should take 
place far from his religious community, in his native village of La 
Mure. Ona Saturday, August 1, 1868, he calmly expired, giving back 
to heaven his beautiful soul, while leaving to earth an unquestioned 
reputation for sanctity. His remains were buried in the churchyard 
of his native village, and rested there until 1877. His body now lies 
in the church of the Fathers of the Blessed Sacrament in Paris, and 
the faithful flock to pray at the altar where he calmly reposes in the 
glory of the blessed. It is the hope of his spiritual children and of his 
countless devoted clients that the title of Saint may soon be accorded 
him by the formal act of Holy Church. 


The Compassion of Mary’s Heart Embraces 
the Souls in Purgatory

OLY Church implores the intercession of the saints 
in favor of the souls in purgatory. The saints are 
able to pray for the suffering souls as children of 
the same Father who is in heaven. They are mem- 
bers of the same Mystical Body, whose Head is Christ; and, as mem- 
bers of the same body, they love one another and are inspired to help 
those who are in need of aid. Hence the saints in heaven sympathize 
with souls who suffer in the expiatory fire, and wish to succor them; 
and as the legitimate wishes of the saints are gratified, Our Lord 
grants them the satisfaction of helping these suffering souls. 

But if the saints can succor the souls in purgatory, much more 
is the Blessed Virgin empowered to help them, as she is their Mother. 
A true mother cannot but sympathize with her children who suffer, and 
the greater the sufferings that afflict her beloved ones, the greater will 
be her compassion for them, and the more ardent her longing to re- 
lieve their pain. Consequently, the compassion of Mary’s Heart for 
her suffering children in purgatory must be immense, for Our Lord 
made her most tender and merciful, and she understands the keenness 
of the pains that purify the holy souls much better than any other. 
How the compassionate Heart of Mary must yearn, therefore, over these 
afflicted souls —her children — on seeing them in the greatest need, 
and in the absolute impossibility of procuring for themselves the least 
alleviation of their sufferings. 
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As God always proportions His graces to the vocation to which 
He calls a soul, He not only has endowed the Blessed Virgin with a 
most compassionate and merciful Heart, but He has made her most 
powerful and able to gratify her longing to succor her children both 
in this life and in purgatory. How beautifully Holy Church reminds 
us of these prerogatives of Mary in teaching us to address her with 
the words: “Hail, holy Queen, Mother of Mercy!” Mary then is able, 
in virtue of her office as “Mother,” to help her children in purgatory. 

But someone might ask how a mother, most merciful and having 
such power, does not obtain at once the deliverance of all the souls 
from purgatory. In reply, it may be said that the mercy of God is 
exercised with wisdom. Mercy without wisdom would be unworthy of 
God or of His Blessed Mother. That wisdom takes into account the 
soul’s merits and the sum total of the claims it has to mercy. It is 
particularly here that the value of the prayers, sacrifices, good works, 
etc., of the faithful on earth are of avail; for when offered in behalf 
of the poor souls they give to these souls a claim to God’s mercy, and 
the Immaculate Heart of Mary hastens to present this claim so as to 
relieve their sufferings. 

St. Bernardine of Siena says that Mary has a certain dominion 
and plenitude of power in purgatory, and that the words of Ecclesiasti- 
cus apply to her: “I have walked on the waves of the sea” (24:8). 
Mary, he says, walks on the waves of the sea, because she visits her 
children in purgatory and relieves their torments. The pains of pur- 
gatory are called waves, because they are transitory, unlike the pains 
of hell which never end; and they are called waves of the sea because 
they are so bitter. 

St. Vincent Ferrer also positively asserts that the holy prisoners 
in purgatory are comforted by Mary. What the saints teach concern- 
ing the influence of the Immaculate Heart of Mary over the holy cap- 
tives of Divine Justice is confirmed by revelations to private individuals. 
St. Bridget of Sweden once heard Jesus say to His holy Mother: “Thou 
art My Mother, the Mother of Mercy, and the consolation of the souls 
in purgatory.” At another time the Blessed Virgin told this saint that 
all the sufferings of the souls in purgatory were soothed by her, made 
lighter and more endurable. Hence we are assured of the compassion 
of Mary’s Immaculate Heart for the poor souls and her desire that we 
pray for them, that she may bring them relief from their sufferings. 


Immaculate Heart of Mary, Mother of the suffering souls in pur- 
gatory, in order that these holy souls may sooner praise thy Son and 
thee in paradise and be released of their pains, I place in thy immacu- 
late hands the merits of all my good works and prayers.

@ UGUST, the month of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, 
s reminds us again to think often of Our Blessed 
Mother and renew our devotion to her Immaculate 
Heart. How easy it is to make a little visit to her, 
either in church before her altar, or before a picture 
or statue of her in our own home. First of all, we 
can greet her: “Hail, Mother of God, Immaculate 
Heart of Mary!” Then we can offer to her Immaculate Heart Jesus’ 
love for her: “O Immaculate Heart of Mary, I offer you the love of 
your dearest Jesus. I offer you my heart, too, and beg you to fill it 
with tender love for you. Yes, make me love you as Jesus loves you!” 

Our prayers, our work, our words, our troubles, our pleasures— 
we will give them all to her, to honor her pure and stainless Heart in 
her motherly love for Jesus and for us; to console her, as a loving 
child would try to comfort a sorrowing mother; to thank her for the 
goodness of her Heart in consenting to let Jesus die on the Cross to 
save us from hell; and to ask her to help us imitate her virtues. 

We can say an Our Father and a Hail Mary for sinners, remember- 
ing the words of St. John Vianney, the holy priest of Ars: “Poor sin- 
ners! they fall into hell; no one prays for them; and one Our Father 
and one Hail Mary would save them!” The Immaculate Heart of Mary 
begged the little shepherd children of Fatima for prayers and penances 
for sinners. She said that souls who otherwise would be lost for want 
of this help and grace, would be saved by such prayers. 

Pray in your own simple words, or use aspirations if you like, 
or say the Hail Mary. Commend to Our Blessed Mother the members 
of your own family, the dying, the holy souls in purgatory, the rulers 
of the different countries, the children, the sick, the suffering. If you 
keep her company in this way for a little while each day, how much 
joy it will give her, and she will adorn your own heart with her beau- 
tiful virtues, for she told a holy soul that her grateful Heart is ever 
rewarding the least prayer in her honor. 
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It also gives great joy to the Immaculate Heart of Mary whenever 
a soul consecrates itself to her. To consecrate oneself to the Immacu- 
late Heart of Mary simply means to “set aside as sacred,” to dedicate 
and give oneself to Our Blessed Mother. Here is a simple prayer by 
which you can consecrate yourself to Mary’s Immaculate Heart: “O 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, I give myself to you, so that you may give 
me to Jesus and give Jesus to me! O Queen of my heart, remember, I 
am yours and in your keeping! Keep me from sin, obtain for me an 
increase of love for your Divine Son and yourself. Help me to live 
each moment for Jesus and for you, so that | may pray, act, and suffer 
always through you, with you, in you, and for you, for the greater 
honor of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. Amen.” 

Finally, go to Holy Mass and Communion on the Feast of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary, August 22nd, and make the First Saturday 
of August, and of each month, the Saturday of the Immaculate Heart. 
This is done by going to confession and Communion, saying the 
Rosary, and spending about fifteen minutes thinking about the mys- 
teries of the Rosary. The Rosary is the favorite prayer of our Blessed 
Mother, and Saturday of each week is especially dedicated to her. But 
the FIRST SATURDAY of each month is dedicated to her IMMACU- 
LATE HEART, as the First Fridays are to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. 
If you do what is recommended here, you will give immense honor and 
joy to the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 


PRACTICE: Try to say every day the Act of Consecration given 
above. Make a short visit to the Immaculate Heart of Mary, following 
the suggestions given. Keep the Feast and the Saturday of the Im- 
maculate Heart. 


ASPIRATIONS: I offer thee thy Immaculate Heart, O Mary, my

Saint Bartholomew 


eG: of the twelve months, except March, has the feast of an 
Apostle or an Evangelist. The one in August is that of St. Bar- 
tholomew, kept on the 24th. 

As in the case of the other Apostles, little or nothing is known of 
the early life of St. Bartholomew. Perhaps he was a fisherman, like 
Peter, James, and John. His home was in Galilee, Our Lord’s own 
country. Some people think he is the same man as the Nathanael about 
whom St. John speaks in the beginning of his Gospel. When Our Lord 
started what we call His public life—that is, the three years when He 
went about preaching and working miracles—He first called John and 
Andrew to become His Apostles. Andrew, as we know, quickly went 
and called his brother Simon (later known as Peter), and Jesus in- 
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vited him to become an Apostle too. The next day He called Philip, 
and Philip hastened to tell his friend Nathanael the good news that 
he had found the Savior promised by God—Jesus, the Son of Joseph of 
Nazareth. Nazareth was just a small town, and because some of the 
people living there were not very good, Nathanael said to Philip, per- 
haps in a tone of contempt: ‘“‘Can anything good come out of Naza- 
reth?” Philip answered: “Come and see!” 

When Jesus saw Nathanael, He praised him as being a very up- 
right man. Nathanael was surprised that Jesus knew him, for he had 
never seen Him before, Then Jesus told him something more about 
himself, and Nathanael at once believed that Jesus was the promised 
Savior, and accepted the invitation to become one of His followers. 

There is no particular mention of St. Bartholomew in the Gospel, 
but as he was one of Our Lord’s intimate friends and followers, we 
can imagine how much he loved Jesus and was loved by Him in return. 

Like the other Apostles, Bartholomew was a witness of the teach- 
ings, miracles, and activities of Our Lord during the three years of 
His public life, and also of His resurrection and ascension. He was 
present in the Last Supper Room when the Holy Spirit came. Then, 
faithful to the command of his Divine Master, he went out to sow the 
seed of the Word of God in the world. 

His way led to distant India. This was not the country of India 
as we know it at present, but covered a much larger territory. The 
people there lived very sinful lives and worshiped false gods. St. Bar- 
tholomew opposed the adoration of the false gods with great zeal and 
fervor, and taught the people about the one true God and His only 
Son, Jesus Christ, whom He had sent into the world. He formed 
parishes of those who believed in God, and placed priests in charge of 
them, 

From India he went to the countries of Asia, and finally preached 
the Gospel in greater Armenia, where the people clung stubbornly to 
their idol worship. As soon as he arrived at the capital, he went up 
to the largest temple, which was dedicated to the god Astaroth. There 
he found a crowd of sick, blind, deaf, and dumb people who had come 
to ask their false god to cure them. The evil spirit, who reigned there, 
had deceived these poor people and made them believe the idol could 
cure them. The devil even spoke through the idol and answered the 
people’s questions. But as soon as St. Bartholomew entered the temple, 
the devil became dumb and could no longer answer any questions. The 
people wondered at this, and went to another temple to ask other false 
gods what this meant. The evil spirit, who spoke through the idols, 
was forced to answer: “Bartholomew, a messenger of the true God, 
is the cause. I, too, will be struck dumb if he comes here!” 

The pagan priests became very angry, and went in search of Bar- 
tholomew, in order to do away with him. They found him just as he 
was freeing a possessed person from the devil. This devil cried out 
with terrible shrieks that Bartholomew’s prayer tortured him fiercely. 

The King, Polymius, hearing of the Apostle’s power to drive out 
devils, begged him to come and free his own daughter, who was also 
possessed. St. Bartholomew came and prayed over the girl, and then 
commanded the devil, in the name of Jesus, to depart. The devil was 
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forced to leave immediately. The King and Queen were overcome with 
joy and amazement, and so were also the crowds of people who wit- 
nessed the miracle. They offered Bartholomew costly gifts, but he 
refused them, saying that he had not come to seek silver and gold, but 
to bring souls to the knowledge of the true Faith and to salvation. 
Then in the presence of the King and Queen and all the people, he 
began to preach about the one true God, and about His only Son, Jesus 
Christ, who had become man and had redeemed the world by His 
Passion and Death. 

To convince the people that the false gods were nothing else but 
demons, Bartholomew commanded the god Astaroth, in the name of 
Jesus, to proclaim loudly who he was. The devil began to howl and 
complain, and finally, impelled by Divine power, was forced to confess 
that he was one of the hellish spirits and had been deceiving the king 
and the people. He declared that there is only one true God, the God 
whom the Apostle Bartholomew preached. All who heard were as- 
tonished. Then the Apostle commanded the devil to withdraw imme- 
diately from all the idols in the city and to destroy them, The devil 
was forced to obey, and at the same moment all the idols in the temple 
crashed to earth and the floor was covered with their ruins. At this 
astounding miracle the king and his family and his whole court were 
converted to Christianity, and nearly all the people of the city. 


But the pagan priests were furious because they had derived great 
profit from their idols. Filled with hatred, they resolved to put Bar- 
tholomew to death. They therefore appealed to the king’s brother, 
who ruled part of Armenia. This man, a confirmed idolater, was en- 
raged when he heard of the doings of the Apostle; and as he knew he 
could not get him into his power by force, he resorted to trickery. 
Pretending that he wished to renounce the false gods and to become a 
Christian, he had the Apostle summoned to his palace. Bartholomew 
came with joy; but as soon as he appeared in the presence of the king, 
he was ordered to sacrifice to the gods immediately, or he would be 
put to death by most frightful tortures. The Apostle tried to explain 
to the king the falseness and foolishness of idolatry; but the king 
would not listen. And seeing that Bartholomew remained steadfast 
and would not sacrifice to the gods, he gave orders that his skin should 
be torn from his body and he should be thus slowly tortured to death. 
The executioners seized the Apostle and at once started to carry out the 
merciless order. During these frightful tortures the martyr-Apostle 
continued to praise God and to preach the true Faith. Then the king 
ordered him to be beheaded. So the heroic Apostle gave up his soul 
to God, and gained the glorious crown of martyrdom. His body was 
buried at Albanapolis, the town in which he was martyred; but after- 
wards it was removed, and was finally carried to Rome, where it was 
placed in a church dedicated to God under his name. 

Ask this glorious Apostle to help you to be always faithful to the 
teachings of the true Church, and rather to die than to deny them. 
Ask him, too, to obtain for you a great love for Jesus and the grace 
to serve Him lovingly and faithfully all your life. Imitate his zeal for 
the salvation of souls by praying often for the conversion of sinners 
and of pagans, and offer sacrifices for this intention.
